The Ckmntry cf the Blind," abows the 
fallacy of tbe saying tb>t "In the cotm- 
tt7 of the blind, a one-eyed man is' 
king." .Mr. Welle' story is that of an; 
ordinary man who, while exploring, 
found a valley in which everyone was: 
blind. He recalled tlie ancient saying, ! 
and thought that with two eyes he| 
would surely be master. But the blind! 
would not accept any of his explana-. 
tions, contending that the sky was a 
heavy leather roof, sludiJed with 
spikes, and not a blue film, "They con- . 
sidered that he was craxy when he 
described the colours of the flowers 
and trees, since they believed nothing, 
existed that tbey could not discover i 
by feeling; but as there Was no real | 
harm in the man, they decided to 
make him court Jester, aaUi would not 
le|^ him escape. The explorer fell in 
love with a beautiful girl, wbom tbe 
rest did not consider beautiful because 
she had a harsh voice, but they would 
not let the man marry her unlesa he 
had both bis eyes put out. The ex- 
plorer could not make thia sacrifice, 
and eventually managed to escape 
from the valley. Mr. Wells makes no 
application of the fact that the man 
was a slave and not a king, hut the 
lesson can be learned through observ- 
ing the cbaracteristica of human 
nature. Perhaps the ptoverb would 
be more true if it was "In the country 
of the one-eyed, the two-eyed man is 
king," or, better still, "In the country 
of the near-sightdd, the far-sigbted 
rule," for' in tbe latter case the near- 
sighted would be able to see the blue 
film of the sky.

Trembling Mountailn Park, about 84 
milos north ot Montreal, la the County 
of Ottawa (now Hull), Is a forest re- 
serve of about three hundred acres at 
the foot ot Trembling Mountain, coA- 
ceded in the sameVear, 1894, In view 
of creating and establishing a sana- 
torium for specially treating pulmon- 
ary diseases. 

Tbo "Oaspesian Forest, Fish and 
Game Preserve" is a territory lying 
within the counties of Gaspo and Ma- 
tane, reserved like I.Aurentides Na- 
tional Park, as a forest reservation, 
fish and game preserve, public park 
and pleasure ground. 

VI. The Minltter ot Agriculture. 

1. He has, thronghout the pro- 
vince, tbe control and management of 
everytbilas coonocted with agriooltura. 

2. He has tbe control ot and super- 
vision over agricultural iichools or cd- 
leges and model farms reeelvins Oev- 
emmeat grants, permanent exhibition 
comraltteee, agricultural and horticul- 
tural societies, farmers' cluba (Uid in- 
stitutions tor teacUnc agrtoulture and 
beet sugar maawfarterteB raeelTinc 
Oovemmeot grairti . 

3. Tbe Dairy Association ot the Pro- 
vince of Quebec farmers and dairy- 
men's aaaodadons, and societies tor 
the maniiflartttfa ot buttar and cheese 
must make an annual retan ot their 
operattona to htm. 

He may institute inauirieu, collect 
uaeful facta and statistics reteting to 
agriculture, aad adopt measures for 
circttlatinc the aama to promota tbe 
progress of the province aad attract 
tortign immigration. 

He <!s ex.officio, a member ot the 
CouBoil ot Agriculture, an association 
conslstinf ot tweoty-tonr members, 
twentr^me ot whom ara appointed by 
the Lieutenaat-dovenor in CounoiL 
and jointly with the Federal, Govern- 
ment, all measures calculated to en- 
sure the worthy representation ot this 
province at any foreign exhibition and 
at any general eshibltlon for the Do- 
minion of Canada. 

The Minister of Agriculture may or- 
ganize a permanent committee on 
agricultural and industrial provincial 
exhibitions which may eaUbliah the 
oonditianB and make (uch refulations 
as it may deem necessary, tor the 
complete management of auch exhibi- 
tions, which must be held at leaat once 
every three years.

Since July 24, 1880, granU ot land 
(not being at the same time mining 
concessions) do not extend lo the 
mining rights, which are '.mpliedly re- 
served by the Crown, The Quebec 
Mining Law provides for tbs acauisU 
tlon from the Crown—that is, the 
Quebec Government— of mining lands 
or rights, mining licenses and m.lners' 
certitieatM. 

Fisheries— Line fishing and rod and 
line fishing are alone permitted in 
navigable waters, and rod and Vne 
fishing only is permitted in the non- 
navigable waters of the province. 

For any other mode ot ttahiag a 
license Is required. 

The Minister may, wherever the ex- 
clusive right to t'sh does mot exist, 
grant leases autbortclng flahlnf in ths 
non-navigable rivera aad lakaa ia the 
province, or isstie lioensaa authoris- 
ing fishing In the waters ot the pro- 
vince, for not more than niaa yaars. 

Leases and lieenaes for a longer 
time, bt^t not exceeding 16 yean, ihall 
be granted' or Issued only under the 
authority of the Uautaaaat^toraraor 
In Council, 

A fishing license confers on the 
holder the exclusive right of fishing 
of any manner authorised by law, 
within the limits therein described, 
but does not prevent third parties 
from taking bait there for cod-fishing, 
or from angling tor other purposes 
than for trade. 

The Minister may grant licenses for 
any term of years, not ozceediag 16, to 
any person who wishes to plant or 
form oyster beds in inovincial waters; 
and the holder of any such license 
shall have the «xclualve right to the 
oysters produced or found In such 
oyster beds within the imita of his 
Ucense, 
Game Laws. 
For ths purpose ot these laws, th* 
province is divided into two conea. 
Hunting Is forbidden during certain 
periods. Penalties are imposed for 
violations ot the law. Licensee are 
provided and inspectors ai^ game- 
keepera are appointed, 
nil. The Minister ot Public Works. 
The functions, powers and duties of 
the Mlnlstw of Public Works and 
Labour are the following:

4. To adopt, with the approval ot 
the Lieuteoaot-Governor in Council, 
jointly with the Federal aathorities, 
the measures aeeesaary tor tba noat 
advaataiaaua display of tha arts and 
naBBfaetnrea ot this province at all 
foreign exhibitions, or at all geaaral 
egMWtteaa ot tbe Donlaloa at Can- 
ada. 

6. To maka rules aad regulations 
for the establishment, management, 
administration and carrying on ot a 
syatem for the teaching ot drawing in 
all lu branches In the schools under 
the control of school coaunisaloners 
aad trustees, in conformity with the 
provisions ot tbe law respectini pub- 
lie laatniettoa. 

8. Oeaarally, to adopt every means 
in its power to promote Improveneats 
la the mechanical arts aad manutae* 
tarea In the province. 

Tha "Quebec Trades DieputM .Aet" 
provides for the appolntmant when 
Bocagaary, of eounella ot conciliation 
and arbitration. 

A claim or dispute tmder the Act 
includes any of t*i<i following matters 
aa to which Uiera 'S a dlsagratuent 
batwaaa any enploysr and his em- 
ployee:

everything relating to the mainten- 
ance and improvements ot roads. 

Tbe Good Roads Act, 1912. and 
amendments enacted since, enable 
munidpaUtles to secure the aesiat- 
ance ot the Government for the open- 
ing or repairing ot roada within their 1^ 
limits. 

X. The Minister of Municipal At. 
fairs. 

The Department of .Munio'pal Af- 
fairs was created In 1918. It is pre- 
sided over by one of the ministers al- 
ready forming part of tbe Cabinet, 
who is entrusted with the oversigUi 
of the administration and the putting 
Into operation of the laws respecting 
the municipal system. 

The words "Minister ot Municipal 
Affairs'' henceforth replace the words 
"Provincial Secretary" wherever tbe 
same were lo be found In the Quebec 
Municipal Code. 

All the ministers must, within ten 
days attei- the open-ug of each session 
thereof, submit to the Legislature a 
report of the affairs of their depart- 
ment during the preceding year.
